STATE DEPARTMENT EXPERT

Course Is of Much Value to 
County Growers, 
Says 
Student of Former Years 


By L. B. STEW ARD 
C itrus Grower of Fullarton 
H aving 
attended 
two 
previous 
extension schools for citrus grow ­ 
ers, a t W hittier tw o years ago and 
O ntario last year, I w ant to pub­ 
licly register my favorable im pres­ 
sion of the value of these activities 
for the citrus grow er. The indus­ 
try and com m unity is Indeed fo r­ 
tu n ate to have the assistance and 
instruction offered by the ag ricu l­ 
tu ra l 
extension 
service and 
the 
university in the Inform ation, 
lec­ 
tu res and dem onstrations presented 
by th eir w orkers a t these schools. 
A s a practical grower, I have se­ 
cured and put Into practice m any 
valuable 
suggestions 
offered 
by 
th e previous schools and 
will 
a t­ 
tend again next m onth a t F u ller­ 
ton to get fu rth er and later data 
on o u r num erous field problem s. I 
never quite realized before the re­ 
lationship betw een tree physiology, 
soil m oisture and fertilization. As 
a resu lt of attending these schools, 
I am getting a different and more 
intelligent aspect of the cultural 
problem s and how they fit into the 
econom ics of citru s production. 
As grow ers, we m ust get out of 
th e average production group and 
get into the above average group 
if w e are to secure financial su c­ 
cess. T he citrus grow ers extension 
school 
a t 
Fullerton 
during 
the 
w eek of N ovem ber 15 to 20 will 
point the way. I would like to see 
•v ery grow er m ake th is event a 
p a rt of 
his orchard business—it 
will be an Invaluable investm ent in 
your 
Endeavor 
to 
produce 
o r­ 
anges profitably." 


Persim m on grow ers, who a tte n d ­ 
ed the recent farm bureau persim ­ 
mon grow ers departm ent m eeting 
a t M onrovia, w ere inform ed th at, 
following the request m ade by this 
organization about three years ago, 
som e investigational w ork has been 
conducted by the division of pom ­ 
ology on the ripening and storage 
behavior of jap an ese persim m ons. 
The industry is looking to some 
m ethod of treatm en t of the fru it 
th at will rem ove its astringency by 
tho tim e it reaches the eastern m a r­ 
kets. 
The keeping qualities of the 
fru it in storage is another im p o rt­ 
a n t problem confronting the 
in ­ 
dustry. 
Prof. E. L. Overholser, pomolo- 
giet, college of agriculture, stated 
a t the recent annual m eeting th at 
fu rth er studies and investigations 
would be conducted by his d e p art­ 
m ent. 
Local grow ers volunteered 
to supply the fru it necessary for 
the work. 
Professor O verholser. in discuss­ 
ing th# subject, said in p art: 
"It appears th a t the astringency 
of the unripened persim m on is due 
to the presence of soluble uncom ­ 
bined tannin in the cells of the 
fruit. 
As the fru it m atures 
the 
tannin eith er becomes insoluble or 
becomes combined w ith an asso ciat­ 
ed colloid to form an Insoluble ta n ­ 
nin-colloid complex. 
"The Japanese, for m any years, 
have practiced the artificial ripen­ 
ing of persim m ons, by storing them 


it. a ir-tig h t casks th a t have been 
previously used for sake and keep­ 
ing them there for two to three 
weeks. 
W ork in this country has 
indicated th a t the Japanese p er­ 
sim mon m ay be rendered n o n -a s­ 
tringent by storing in carbon diox­ 
ide for some three to 
five 
days. 
Ruch fruits, however, have their 
keeping quality slightly im paired. 
The work under way a t the division 
of pomology Is to use carbon diox­ 
ide and In addition 
som e 
other 
gases 
and 
vapors 
to 
determ ine 
their possible value in the rem oval 
of 
stringency w ithout 
m aterially 
affecting th eir other m arket q u a l­ 
ities. 
"P relim inary work a t the U ni­ 
versity of C alifornia in 1921 in ­ 
dicated th a t the varieties H achiya, 
Tamopan, 
Fuyu, 
M am egaki 
and 
Shakum i could be kept in storage 
at 32 degrees F ahrenheit about two 
m onths w ithout m uch If any In­ 
jury to the quality. W ith the v arie­ 
ty Oosho, results w ere in ag ree ­ 
m ent w ith those of Gore in th at 
keeping 
in 
carbon 
dioxide 
five 
days removed the astringency very 
satisfactorily, but slightly hastened : 
the ripening and breaking down 
process. 
"Some additional w ork indicates 
th at a tem perature of 80 degrees I 
Fahrenheit m ay keep Japanese p e r - j 
simmona even more satisfactorily 
than a tem perature of 32 degrees 
Fahrenheit.”

predicted a fte r a study of rainfall 
records and ocean tem peratures on 
w hich he bases the annual predic­ 
tions th a t have been alm ost In­ 
variably fulfilled in the last few 
year#. 
"A ccording 
to 
th e 
correlation 
during the past IO seasona betw een 
the ocean surface tem peratures at 
th e Scripps 
institution 
pier and 
th e observed 
rainfall of six 
se ­ 
lected stations betw een San Diego 
and 
Los 
Angeles, 
th e 
observed 
tem p eratu re 
of 
67.40 
this 
year 
w-ould indicate a seasonal rainfall 
for 1926-27 of 12.4 Inches, which is 
slightly above the average,” 
the 
announcem ent says. 
T he average of the observed sea­ 
sonal rainfall a t the six stations 
during th e 10-year period 1916-26 
w'as 13 inches. 
The tem perature 
readings w ere taken a t the biologi­ 
cal in stitu te betw een A ugust I and 
O ctober 15 this year. 
These fig­ 
ures w ere used by Dr. M cEwen in 
obtaining his results. 
Dr. M cEwen tried out his ocean 
tem p eratu re plan for a num ber of 
years before 
announcing the

su lts to the 
public.

Fusarium w ilt is a fungus th a t 
grows up through the roots and 
invades the tissues of the plant 
above ground. It can be Identified 
by m aking a slanting cut across 
the stem of an affected p lan t Just 
above the ground. If the fungus is 
present there will be a decided d is­ 
coloration of the cut surface. This 
Is due to the fungus threads grow ­ 
ing up through the w ater con­ 
ducting tubes. The plant actually 
dies of lack of w ater even though 
plenty Is in reach of toe roots. 
C ertain types of tom atoes seem to 
be resistan t to the attack s of this 
fungus and 
the planting of so ­ 
called resistan t seed is the best 
preventive.

So w ith the proposal to stim ulate the use of price 
of cotton by having women, who are using so few 
clothes these days, and will not w ear cotton sto ck ­ 
ings. help out the cotton m arket by w earing cotton 
smocks. 
T h at m ight help a little. 
B ut whom will 
It help? 
It will help w hoever holds the cotton In 
stock w hen the dem and for cotton sm ocks finally 
reaches 
an appreciable strength. 
In 
th e m ean­ 
time, the farm ers who have produced the cotton 
m ay have disposed of It a t starveling prices, or 
have hypothecated ft so th a t som e one else gets 
the benefit of the Increase. 
The only true cure for over or under production 
Is a better reporting system , a better m iddlem an 
system , th a t will regulate the planting of one year 
by the experiences of previous ones and will m ake 
easy the financing of "holdovers” for the benefit of 
the producer and of the consum er alike. 
Stim ulation or restriction of use are neither one 
n atural or healty w ays of dealings w ith m arkets.

Two recent items in the news give an index to what civiliza­ 
tion is doing to make the world a better place to live in. From the 
meeting of the National Tuberculosis association in Washington we 
learn that the dreaded scourge has been successfully attacked. And 
from Alaska comes the news that a means has been found to 
check the epidemics that have spread death and terror when the 
winter has shut down on isolated villages in the northland. 
The crusaders against tuberculosis report that remarkable re­ 
sults have been obtained from work among school children. 
It is 
not a baffling disease to deal with in its incipient stages. 
By fre­ 
quent examinations, segregation of open cases and adequate treat­ 
ment, Toronto authorities report that they have reduced deaths 
from tuberculosis among children from 240 per 100,000 to 65 per 
100,000, 
And in Farmingham, Mass., similar methods have re­ 
duced the proportion from 121 to 40. 
The Alaska situation is being dealt with by means of airplane 
controls. 
Numerous landing fields, making air travel convenient 
from Fort Yukon to Nome, are under construction, and this will 
provide the means to rush medical aid whenever it is called for. 
These are really notable advances. 
And since the present age 
is arraigned so often as a day of degeneration, it is encouraging 
to be reminded of its humane achievements.

AGAINST NOS. 6 AND 9 


Yesterday, in starting a series of editorials dis­ 
cussing the 28 proposals that are to appear on the 
November ballot. The Register recommended to its 
readers that they vote yes on propositions Nos. I, 2, 5 
and 7; today we present our conclusions concerning 
Nos. 6 and 9. and upon those measures, without the 
slightest hesitation, we not only recommend, hut 
earnestly urge our readers to vote no. 
The Register has already taken a decisive stand 
against both of these measures. 
No. 6 is an initia­ 
tive measure seeking to re-establish legal betting on 
horse races. No. 9, also an initiative measure, would 
remove the Wright act, taking away from state po­ 
lice the authority to enforce the Volstead act and the 
18th amendment to the constitution of the United 
States. 
In No. 6, it is proposed that a racing commission 
be established in California, which commission shall 
license race tracks and shall have control over bet­ 
ting at race tracks under the provisions laid down in 
this act.

The value of a rest or convalescence a t some n a t­ 
ural m ineral springs never has been doubted, and 
I physicians regularly refer patients to one resort or 
soother when they believe the p atien t requires a 
change of scene. 
The spas and resorts of Europe are fam iliar to 
j many, and such places as French Lick, W est Baden, 
Saratoga. Excelsior, W hite Sulphur and other springs 
•*re widely know n In till* country. 
I ’hysicians and investigators have not been th o r­ 
oughly convinced, however, as to the exact factors 
which are responsible for the benefits to be derived 
trom visits to these health resorts. 
Home of the 
.w aters are of value because of th eir m ineral con­ 
s o l, but unfortunately equally good resu lts do not 
seem to be secured when patients avail them selves 
if these w aters at home or in the hospital,

Some have claim ed th at the radio-activity of the

A thorough investigation of the 
radioactivity

activity, but. when studies are m ade of thi* property 
alone, com paring It as it occurs in natural w ater 
with w ater especially fortified w ith radium em an a­ 
tion, there seem* to be little reason for believing 
th at the radioactivity property i* im portant. 
Dr. W . D. Collins, chem ist in charge of the w ater 
division of the United S tates geological survey, con­ 
cludes th at “the best available evidence based on 
scientific studies of the treatm en t of disease w ith 
radium em anation, on m easurem ents of radioactivity 
of natural spring w aters, and on th# reported uses 
of the spring w aters, leads to the conclusion th at,
